County Judge J. C. B. Hall, of Hop¬ 
kins county, will to-day Issue an order 
directing the union minem encamped in 
the county to disperse at once. Judge 
Hall issued a statement yesterday. In 
which he said that he regarded the 
armed bodies of men In the county as 
a menace to the community. H his 
commands are not obeyed. State troops 
will be called on to enforce the order 
snd the union camps will be forcibly 
disbanded. 

Four hundred union miners from dif¬ 
ferent sections of the Indiana coal 
fields made an nttack upon the non¬ 
union miners employed at the Pros¬ 
pect-Hill mines near Vincennes, Ind., 
yesterday morning, and as a result two 
men were fatally hurt and six others 
were seriously w'ounded. The house of 
the foreman of the mine was entered 
end the foreman, his wife and children 
and his brother-in-law were brutally 
assaulted.

—After having secured a large amount 
of sworn testimony. County Judge J. 
G. B. Hall to-night decided to inaug¬ 
urate a vigorous policy with reference 
to the Hopkins county mining trouble, 
and to-morrow he will order the com¬ 
plete breaking up of all strik¬ 
ers’ camps In the county. If the order 
is not obeyed within u prescribed time 
he will call upon Adjt. Gen. Murray to 
make hls order effective. Judge Hall 
has reached the firm conviction that 
such nn order as he proposes to Issue 
Is the only remaining remedy for the 
disturbed condition of affairs. The fol¬ 
lowing Is an exclusive authorized state¬ 
ment which he gave to the Courier- 
Journal correai>ondent as to hls decis¬ 
ion:

Judge Hall’s Statement. 

“Time for argument over the Hop¬ 
kins county coal strike has passed. 
The situation has now became so com¬ 
plicated that many citizens have lost 
sight of the merits and demerits of the 
respect sides and are disgusted with 
the existing stab* of affairs. They look 
to the proper authority to put. an end 
to all. regardless of the never-ending 
contentions with innumerable charges 
and counter-charges.

Slope Millers At Providence Are Still Idle—Leader of 
tbe Attack of Sunday Still Unknown. 


Madisonville. Ky.. Nov. 19.—I Special ] 
—-There has been no sign of disorder re¬ 
ported from any part of ’the strike re¬ 
gions to-day. A detachment of twenty 
men under the command of Capr. Wal¬ 
ter Powers Is stationed at the Slope 
mine, the scene of last Sunday’s fight, 
and no further trouble U looked for. 
Morion Bush, the nonuniun n<*gn» miner 
wounded in the battle Sunday, died this 
morning as the result of his Injuries. 
Couch, the union miner shot, is in a 
serious condition, and cannot ixjsslbly 
recover. The condition of the other 
wounded men is as good as could be ex¬ 
pected. 

The identity of the lender of the at¬ 
tacking party, who was seen to fall 
during the t>.title, but was- curried from 
the field by hls companions, remains a 
mystery. 


No effort was mad** to work at the 
Slope mines to-day The shaft mines 
were at work, but with a badly crippled 
force. Most of the negroes are still 
badly frightened over Sunday’s affair, 
and the more timid remain from work, 
fearing a repetition. But the military 
authorities are complete masters of the 
situation, and the management expects 
to have a full forr* at work as soon as 
! the excitement dies down. 

The civil authorities of Webster coun-

utter failure. My course is now dear. 
There is but one thing I can do. and 
j that Is to rid the county of any .ind all 
aaserublfiges of men that threaten its 
pence and goid order. 

“To be specific, to-morrow I shall act 
upon sworn proof which I have been 
gathering for several days, and shall 
order the complete breaking up of the 
union miners’ camp at Nortonvllle, the 
only one now in the county, and shall 
not jiermlt the men to reassemble as 
long as 1 remain iti office, which Is un¬ 
til January' 1, 1902.

Camps a Menace. 

“This is absolutely the only move t 
can make that would promise any re¬ 
sults. Any other line of action would 
be useless. The July remedy Is to break 
up the camps or else let lawlessness 
drift from bad to worse. By beginnmg 
at the camps 1 do not mean to desig¬ 
nate the union men as primarily re¬ 
sponsible. That is not a matter for me 
to determine Jus! now. But 1 am forti¬ 
fied with the evidence to prove that 
men in the union camps, whether with 
or without the sanction of those in 
charge is Immaterial, have been the 
most active participants m nearly all 
the recent outbreaks. If thus* in charge 
of tht? camps are acquainted with th* 
facts they are equally guilty. If nut, then 
It Is clear that they ate harboring some 
lawless men whom they are not able

Vincennes, Ind., Nov. 19.—(Special.1— 
Four hundred armed union coal minors 
from Washington, Cannelburg, Peters¬ 
burg. Princeton and Montgomery ar¬ 
rived here at an early hour this morn¬ 
ing. and at 5 o’clock made an attack 
up'>n the nonunion miners employed at 
the rroapect-HIH mines, near this city. 
A* a result two men are fatally hurt 
and six others are seriously Injured. 

Th* union miners formed at the union 
station and marched to the mines. Just 
as the men of the day shift were going 
to work they were attacked by an over¬ 
whelming force, and were forced to re- 
trelit «fter a number of them had been 
roughly handled. 

• • • 

Attack On the Foreman. 

The uulon miners then asked for Wil¬ 
liam 8 cott. the foreman of the mine*, 
and when told that he was In bed sold: 
“AU^fight; we’ll get btm.” They Imme¬ 
diately Marled for Mr. Scott's home, and 
i>egan to throw rocks at tbe house and 
to fire through the windows. After a 
short while thpy succeeded in forcing an 
entrance, and. alihouof) Mr. Scott and 
hls family defended themselves bravely, 
they were powerless to resist the attack. 

Mr. Scott was badly beaten about the 
head and face, and W. P. Collins, an 
attorney of Washington, a brother-in- 
law of Scott, who waa visiting him. sus¬ 
tained injuries that may prove fatal. 
He had a rib broken and an eye badly 
Injured 

Henry Hannery. a miner, was so 
badly beaten by the union men that he 
had to be removed to the city. Hls 
wounds may cause his death. 

• • • 

Woman and Children Assaulted. 

Mrs. Scott was slapped in the face, 
and when she resented the attack, it Is 
alleged that one of the men drew a re¬ 
volver and told her he would make 
short work of her if she persisted In 
her foolishness. Otis Scott, the fifteen- 
year-old non. and Dottle, the ten-year- 
old daughter of Mrs Scott. were 
! knocked down by the attacking party. 

Others who suffered at the hand* of the 
I raiders were Robert McDaniel, Posey 
| Knight. John Scott nnd Kenner Mur*. 
All wVre badly bruised about the head 
and face. 

It I* said there that no word was 
spoken to Scott until the fight began. 
In the fight the ntove was knocked 
over and a big hole burned in the 
floor. The house was badly damaged. 
Almost every window' was broken and 
one of the doors was battered down.

Union Men’s Threat*. 

Only forty men are employed and the 
mine is run on the co-operative plan. 
And Independently. The operators claim 
they cannot pay the union scale nnd 
continue operation*, hut they pay the 
highest price possible, and .n some in¬ 
stances exceed the stale prices. They 
claim to mins* from fifty to sixty tons 
a day and thereby they are able to 
give a few men employment. The 
union miner* declare they will union¬ 
ize these mines or force them to close.

THE EXPORTATIONS OF GOLD 

CAUSING NO UNEASINESS 


Secretary Gage Regards the Movement As a Natural 
Result of the Demand For Money In Europe 
and Is Not Apprehensive. 


Washington. Nov. 19.—Treasury’ offi¬ 
cials feci no apprehension whatever on 
account of the exportation* of gold. 
Secretary’ dug" to-day said he would 
not make at this time any statement In 
regard to the matter, but It 1 * known 
that he regard* the shipment* as n very 
natural movement In view of the gen¬ 
eral demand for money In Europe, and 
he briie*e* there I* nothing in the sit¬ 
uation to cautH* the least tineaslnea*. 

On the contrary. Treasury official* say 
that the business affairs of Europe 
within the Ui*t few year* have become 
so Intimately connected with our own 
that a monetary stringency’ or disturb¬ 
ance of any character there should he 
deplored and. If possible, relieved for 
the common good.

Unusual Demand. 


At this time there 1* an unusual de¬ 
mand for money in several European 
financial centers, and it Is to be ex¬ 
pected, It Is said, that United States In¬ 
vestors would, take advantage of the 
Increases In Interest rates and ship 


their fund* to the best market. The 
officials do not believe, however, that 
the shipments will assume very large 
proportions, especially as any consider¬ 
able withdrawals would so Increase 
rate* at home as to make foreign ship¬ 
ments unprofitable.

Thursday’* Shipment Decreased. 

Of the H.OOO.Oftfi gold ordered early to¬ 
day at the assay office for shipment cm 
Thursday. $500,000 ha* been cancelled, 
leaving l-adsnburg. Tha liman A Oo. 
the only shipper* *o far announced. 
The big North German IJoyd line’* 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grnsse. which 
sailed for Europe to-day. carried In her 
treasure room coin and bar gold valued 
at more than 17.000.000. It was carefully 
stowed away in oak cask* and iron- 
bound boxes nnd was under seal In 
the specie room. It was the largest 
sum ever sent across the Atlantic In a 
single steamer, but represented the en¬ 
gagements made by the larger financial 
house* of New York since the final 
shipment of last week. Most of the 
gold g.ies to meet foreign obligation* 
not paid by balances.

Belief That Mr. Bell Can Force Judge 
Gregory To Name Another Man 
If He Desires. 


Washington, Nov. 19.—f Special. 1—It 
!b npw th* Republican poittlrlansr oLqn- 
other solidly Democratic border 
Southern State who are giving tho 
President trouble, and the Indications 
are that further trouble Is in store for 
him before the contention Is settled. 
The State is Missouri* and Secretary 
Hitchcock, of the Interior Department, 
Is arrayed on the side of the office¬ 
holders and the office-seekers, and Dick 
Kerens, the Republican national com¬ 
mitteeman from that State, on the oth¬ 
er. Kerens is chiefly famous for his 
overthrow of Chnuncey I. Filley, w-ho 
was at one time the supreme boss and 
patronage dispenser of his party in Mis¬ 
souri. The fight now Is, as usual, be¬ 
tween the "lnt*" and "outs." Secretary 
Hitchcock is an "in" and wants all his 
friends to stay, while Kerens Is an 
"out." and desires that at least a few 
of hla friends should share in the spoils. 
Both are determined and aggressive, 
and the tnd may be that the President 
will have the pleasure of nominating a 
‘ new Secretary of the Interior.

Judge Gregory’s recent announcement 
that he had selected John n. Cowles for 
the office of Official Indexer of Jefferson 
county came a* a surprise to the know¬ 
ing politicians about the Courthouse, 
as it wan generally understood that Mr. 
Henry A. Dell, the retiring Sheriff, waa 
to receive the appointment. 

According to the story going the 
rounds, Mr. Bell was to have been given 
the i»o£ition. and he was to appoint Jack 
Shelley Ills chief assistant. In feet. It 
la said that Judge Gregory had prom¬ 
is'd Mr. Bell ihe office, hut whether this 
Is a fact or not has neither been denied 
nor affirm' d by either of the men direct¬ 
ly Interested. However. Ii Is stated that 
Judges Barker. Field and Toney will not 
concur In the appointment of Capt. 
Cowles. And the law makes It mamta- 
tory that the Circuit Judges shall con¬ 
cur In it. If they refuse to abide by 
Judge Gregory'* decision It will be 
necessary for him to make another ap¬ 
pointment. 

A number of positions have been 
picked out at the City Hall and C »urt- 
hotifte for Mr. Bell.

COMPLETE INDEPENDENCE AS 
NATION OF COMMERCE. 


RECIPROCITY IS THE METHOD. 


Treaties Advocated By Speakers At 
Chamber of Commerce An¬ 
nual Dinner. 


MANY ORATORS ARE HEARD. 


New York, Nov. 19.—The one hundred 
and thirty-third annual banquet of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held at Del- 
monlco’a this evening. Covers for 4f>0 
were laid fcn the main banquet room, 
wliich was simply, though effectively, 
decorated, chiefly with American flags. 

At th» table of honor, presided over 
by President Morris K. Jewup. w^re 
Ambassador Joseph H, Choate. John 
Hay. Secretary of State; Senator John 

L. MeLaurln, of South Carolina; White- 
law Reid, Governor-elect Albert B. 
Cummins, of Iowa; Senator Chauncey 

M. £*t*cw. th'* Rev. Dr. Donald Sage 
Mackay. Andrew* Carnegie. Mayor-elect 
Seth Cx>w, Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
J. Plerpont Morgan, William E. Dodge. 
Sam D. Babcock. MaJ. Gen. John R. 
Brook*. Carl Sofours, Alexander E. Orr. 
Gov. Odiell. Roar Admiral Albert 8. 
Barker and W. B. Rldgeley. The pro- 
ftefston&i and business circle of the city 
were Well lejrresented In the list of the 
other guests. 

The speech-making was opened by 
President Jesup In a very few worda 
He thin proposed a toast to the memory 
of William McKinley. It was drunk 
with all standing and In silence. Presi¬ 
dent Rooeevelt's health was thjeo toast¬ 
ed. while the orchestra played, and at 
the next toast, that of King Edward of 
England, the British anthem was 
played. 

\ • • • 

Secretary Hay On Diplomacy. 

In introducing Secretary Hay. Presi¬ 
dent Jesup proposed a toast to "Our 
Diplomacy." The secretary was warm¬ 
ly welcomed by the guests and his 
speech at various points met with great 
enthusiasm, especially when he men¬ 
tioned the name of President MoKlnley. 

After an eloquent tribute to the mem¬ 
ory of President McKinley, Mr. Hay 
said: 

There was a time when diplomacy was 
a science of Intrigue and falsehood, of 
traps nnd mines and countermines. It 
may be another Instance of that credulity 
with which I have often been charged by 
the European critics when 1 say that X 
really believe the world has moved on¬ 
ward In diplomacy as In many other mat- 
tern. in my experience of diplomatic life, 
which now covers more years than I like 
to look back upon, nnd in tho far greater 
record of American diplomacy, which 1 
have read and studied. I can say wtthout 
hesitation that we have generally told 
squarely what we wanted, announced 
early In negotiations what we w'ere will¬ 
ing to give, and allowed the other side 
to accept or reject our terms. During the 
time which I have been prominently con¬ 
cerned In our foreign relations I can also 
say that we harve been met by the repre-# 
sent at Ives of other Powers In the same 
spirit of frankness and sincerity. 

As to the measure of success which 
our recent diplomacy has met with It Is 
difficult, if not impossible for mo to speak. 
There are two Important lines of human 
endeavor In which men are forbidden 
even to allude to their success-affairs of 
the heart and diplomatic affairs. 

• • • 

The Chart of Diplomacy. 

But If wo are not permitted to boast 
of what we have done wo can at least 
say a word about what we have tried to 
do. snd the principles which have guided 
our action. The briefest expression of 
our rule of conduct Is, perhaps, the Mon¬ 
roe doctrine and the golden rule. With 
this simple chart we can hardly go for 
wrong. 

1 think I may sxiy that our sister re¬ 
publics to the south of us are perfectly 
convinced of the sincerity of our lati¬ 
tude. They know we desire tho pros¬ 
perity of each of them, and peace and 
harmony among them. We no more wont 
their territory than we covet the mount¬ 
ains of the moon. We are grieved and 
distressed when there are differences 
among them, hut even then we should 
never think of trying to compose any of 
those differences unless by the request of 
both jxvrtlca to It. Not even our earnest 
d< *dre for peace among them will lead 
um to any action which might offend thtlr 
national dignltv or their Just sens** of 
Independence. We would endow th* m 
with all the consideration we claim for 

ourselves. 

• • • 

The Work With the World. 

As to what we have tried to do—what 
we nrt* still trying to do—in the general 
field of diplomacy there Is no reason for 
doubt on the one hand or reticence on 
the other. President McKinley In his m* *- 
sages during the lost four yc-ars has made 
the subject perfectly dear. We have 
striven, on the lines laid down by Wash¬ 
ington, to cultivate friendly relations with 
all Powers, but not to take part In the 
formntlon of groujm or combinations 
among them. A position of complete In¬ 
dependence Is not Incompatible with re¬ 
lations Involving not frletidahlp alone, but 
concurrent action os well In important 
emergencies. 

We have kept always In view the fact 1 
that we are pre-eminently a t^nce-lovlng 
people; that our normal activities are in 
th** direction of trade nnd commerce; that 
thy vast devrlopmcnta of our industries 
Imperatively demands that w*» shall not 
only retain and confirm our hold on our 
present markets, hut so^k constantly, by 
nil honnrublo menus, to extend our com¬ 
mercial Interests In every practicable di¬ 
rection. 

It Is for this reason we have negotiated 
I he treaties of reciprocity which now 
await action of the Senate; all of them 
Conceived In the traditional American 
spirit of protection to our own Industries 
nnd yet mutually advantageous to our¬ 
selves and our neighbors, in the same 
spirit we have sought successfully to In¬ 
duce oil the grout Powers to unite in a 
recognition of the general principle of 
equality of commercial access and oppor¬ 
tunity In the markets of the Orient. We 
believe that "a fair field and no favor" 
is all we require: >*nd with less than 
that we cannot be gutisfb d If we ac¬ 
cept the insurances we hnv* nce.vod as 
honest nnd genuine, ns I i - rtslnly do. 
that equality will not be denied us, and 
the resulumay be snfely left to American 
■ and

“Seest thou a man diligent In his busi¬ 
ness, he shall stand liefore kings." Lot 
us be diligent in our business and we 
shall stand—stand, you see. not crawl, 
nor swagger—stand, as a friend am] 
equal, asking nothing, putting up with 
nothing but what is right and Just, 
among our peers. In the great democracy 
of nations.

McLnurin on “McKinley Doctrine.” 

Senator J*din L. MeLaurln, of South 
Caro 111. a. spoke to the sentiment: "The 
Monroe Doctrine of the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury.” The Senator 4e dared that the 
ruling question to-day with all nations 
and the one to which all political ques¬ 
tions are subordinated Is, "what can 
we do to further Industrial develop¬ 
ment and obtain substantial business 
prosperity?" 

Breaking of the promulgation by "the 
Infant republic" of the Monroe doc¬ 
trine, he said that "any other policy 
would have wrecked our Government 
and been an Insurmountable barrier to 
our national growth, prosperity and 
progress. * 

Now that we have become "the great¬ 
est export nation of the world." the 
"mightiest potentiality on earth for 
progress, civilization and human free¬ 
dom," we can “no longer confine our 
Institutions and our destiny to this 
continent, but are compelled by uncon¬ 
trollable events to seek fraternity with 
other nations, and to reach out for n«w 
channels of trade. 

"The Spanish YVar was the occasion. 
Hot Uie cause. The report of Dewey's 
cannon In Manila bay was but the for¬ 
mal announcement to the world of 
w hat you call on your programme. *th* 
Twentieth-century Monroe doctrine,’ 
but which I call the ’McKinley doc¬ 
trine.' such as It will be known In fu¬ 
ture ages."

Early-Morning Fog. 


The fog at an early morning hour 
was so thick that persons Htandlng on 
the sidewalks could scarcely du»Mn-j 
guish street can* passing within a (r>^ 
feet of them, and motmunen kept their 
gongs clanging a constant warning. 

The collision on the Metropolitan 
was between train* going the same di¬ 
rection. as was the case In other acci¬ 
dents. Both trains were crowded, many 
passengers standing on the rear plat¬ 
forms.

Radical Reform In Parliamentary 
Proceedings Planned By the 
Government. 


Nov. 19.—It is undfretooh thnt 
the Government Intend* to propose a re¬ 
form in the procedure In Parliament 10 
overcome obstruction. The scheme will 
| suggest that the House assemble at 
' 2.30 Instead of 4 p. m.; that Government 
business be taken first; that an adjourn¬ 
ment at 7:30 until 9 o’clock be taken for 
dinner; that questions then l>e taken 
up and ordinary business be carried on 
until midnight. Under the existing rules 
questions form the first business of the 
House of O»mmon^ and give rise to 
much obstruction.

But under the law the 
levy for county purposes cannot ex- 
reed fifty cent# for county purposes 
Therefore, the $3,0(H) a month, or $36,000 
a year, would accrue n# a debt against 
the county. This deficit already amount# 
to $9,000. as the county levy hus been 
exhausted for other purposes. ^Of 
course, for the next fiscal year the "ap¬ 
propriations for other purposes could be 
reduced and the difference applied to 
the payment of the guards* per diem. 
During the past three months the Coun¬ 
ty Judge hns been Issuing certificates to 
the guards. In nearly every case these 
certificate# have been cashed by the 
mine operator# whose property tlie 
guards are protecting. Th** operators 
may have a long time to wait for th* ir 
money. The taxpayers do not relish ihe 
Idea, •dth-r, of even a five-cent Increase 
In the levy or in the decreasing of the 
appropriation# for other county pur¬ 
poses However, opinion is divided.

Url for opposing his resolution to thank 
Messrs I. W. and B. Bernheim for pre¬ 
venting the city the statue of Thomas 
Jefferson that now ornaments the en¬ 
trance to the courthouse. He urged 
vehefpently that his original resolution 
bo adopted unanimously by the board.

Cohn from speaking, on the ground 
that tils remarks were a “persona! re¬ 
flection on him." The chair allowed 
Mr. Cohn to proceed. Mr. Url followed 
and said be would In time make Mr. 
Cohn ashamed of his resolution, and 
continued In much the wmf vein that 
characterized his attack on the donors 
last week. After a spirited wrangle, a 
resolution wasadopted thanking Messrs. 
Bernheim In the city's name for the 
statue. All the Aldermen voted for th* 
resolution except Mr. UrL Th* Board 
of Councllraen adopted the resolution 
unanimously and It was ordered that a 
copy of the resolution be sent to the 
donors of the statue. 

President Welasinger. of the Board 
of Aldermen, and President Muir, of the 
Board of Cotincilmen. announced the 
various standing committees of the 
Council. 

Mayor Grainger sent his first message 
to the Council. He asked that the 
Board of Aldermen confirm his appoint¬ 
ment of John H. Weller as a member of 
the .Board of Public Works, and con¬ 
gratulated the Aldermen upon their 
election. Mayor Weaver submitted his 
farewell mesrage. In which he reviewed 
what had been done dunng his admin¬ 
istration of the city’s affairs

The draw¬ 
ing* which accompany the application 
show* a building seven stories In liejght, 
of steel construction, with a sandstone 
exterior and every possible modem 
convenience A special feature will b» 
a spacious rotunda in the center of thu 
building forming a general rendezvous. 

It is said tho Interior decorations will 
be handsomer than those of any other 
building In the world. Fifty thousand 
dollars will be expended on the dome of 
the rotunda.

amount, If there lie Involved the con¬ 
struction or the validity of a statute : 
«r the construction of the Constitution • 
—no reversal to be made In civil case* 
where less than $200 is Involved, except 
for error a* to such validity or con- t 
s traction. 

Mr. Seymour called special attention I 
t*» the law as to the selling of liquor 
on Sunday, which Judg" Barker re¬ 
cently held waa unconstitutional. 

“The question Involved.’’ said Mr. j 
Seymour. “Is one of great Importance, j 
It concern* the manner of life of a 
community. There should he uniform¬ 
ity *• f decision on this subject and an 
appeal ought to go to the Court of Ap- I 
peal*, although the amount of the fine 
that, ran be imposed is only $50. 

“So. I understand. Circuit Courts have I 
ruled differently a* to w'hether progre?- j 
elve euchre parties come within the I 
statute against gaining.' 

Mr. Seymour here took up the quet- : 
tlon of the Court of Appeals, lie .sug¬ 
gested that In the case of a partial ' 
transcript, if the record dres not sus¬ 
tain tlie Judgment appealed from, there | 
shall be no presumption th.u the Jurlg- 
mejit would be sustained by the rorord 
including the omitted parts Mr Sey¬ 
mour also suggested that the code be »o 
amended a* to provide that original 
paper* should not be Incorporated In 
the transcript. Judge Seymour held that 
If the abstract plan should be adopted 
it ahould be by statute and not by rule 
of court. 


rule of court of the abstract plan In 
transcripts. With reference to the op¬ 
position of court clerks to this, he paid 
that they should be put on a salary or 
els*- be paid for feUperintendliig the 
printing of the abstracts.

Mr. Wilson. *>f J^exlngton. concurred 
with the preceding speakers, but took 
occasion to urge the Importance of re¬ 
calling the right of oral argument, 
which should l.a? within some measur¬ 
able time of the ca*e’s consideration by 
the court.

Britain concluded a treaty, which has 
been known ever since as the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, because it was nego¬ 
tiated by Mr. John M. Clayton on the 
part of the United States and Lord 
Bulwer on the part of Great Britain. 
That part of the treaty which is of 
current interest was the agreement that 
neither should seek any advantage in 
the rights of transit across the Isthmus 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 

This treaty speedily became the source 
of trouble. Acts were done from time 
to time by one Power or the other 
which were denounced as violations of 
the treaty. Over and over again It has 
been claimed In this country that the 
treaty had been abrogated by a failure 
to respect its provisions on the part of 
Great Britain. For all that the treaty 
has never been formally terminated. On 
the contrary. Us binding force has been 
frequently recognized by our Secretaries 
of State, both directly and indirectly. 

As the proposition to construct a canal 
across Nicaragua by the United States 
took more definite shape the need of 
getting rid of this treaty wad more dis. 
tlnctly felt. It was not merely that the 
building of the can*l without regard to 
the treaty might lead to International 
complications. There were a good many 
who were quite willing to risk that. But 
the treaty wa3 a serious obstacle to the 
passage of the canal bill itself, already 
menaced by the opposition of powerful 
corporate interests. It was. therefore, a 
matter of considerable importance to 
get the treaty out of the way. The first 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty was. therefore, 
negotiated and sent to the Senate, which 
added to It amendments which Great 
Britain was not willing to accept. An¬ 
other treaty has now been signed, sub¬ 
ject to the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

In theory a treaty Is a close secret 
until the time comes for It to be form¬ 
ally made public. In practice It Is dif¬ 
ficult to prevent some of Its provision* 
from leaking out. Its text Is known 
to a number of officials In both the con¬ 
tracting countries. In this country its 
text mus* be known to all the members 
of the Sena*:* before it can be ratified! 
Among all these people there ore always 
gome who cannot he prevented from 
talking, and In this way »»mc of the 
points of the treaty are sure to become 
public The full text cannot be pub¬ 
lished without grots negligence or 
flagrant breach of faith, hut even this 
may happen. But Unless the people 
know specifically how a copy of the 
treaty was obtained, information which 
it Is generally dangerous to communi¬ 


cate, they cannot rely on any pretended 
copy of it that may appear in print 

What is known about th s latter trea’y 
Is that It is intended to meet the ob¬ 
jections which the Senate bad to the 
former treaty The most direct way to 
do this was for Great Britain to aec pt 
the Senate amendments. But It Is often 
necessary In diplomacy to "save the 
face" of the Ministers engaged in a ne¬ 
gotiation. If they are compelled to back 
down It would be done In a way to save 
them embarrassment as far as prac¬ 
ticable. British Ministers did not like 
the way In which the former treaty was 
rejected. They hac^reason* satisfactory 
to themselves for preferring to make a 
new treaty rather than to accept the 
amendments to the old one. 

By paying close attention to tne 
points of objection to the former treaty 
It Is possible to construct a new treaty 
which. In the absence of the official text, 
will carry on Its face an appearance of 
plausibility. Undoubtedly this treaty 
has been framed with a view to making 
It acceptable to two-thirds of the Sen¬ 
ate. It cannot be assumed that it eyn- 
taJne all the amendments which the Sen¬ 
ate proposed, but it Is a safe guess that 
It contains all upon which It is sup¬ 
posed the Senate will insist. Whether 
It will be acceptable to the Senate or 
not cannot be foretold. The action of 
the Senate Jn secret session is very 
hard to forecast, and if more than a 
third of the Senators do not desire the 
supemedure of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty at this time they may be trusted 
to find objections to this latest attempt 
to dispose of it. Until aaaured to the 
contrary, however, we may fairly hope 
that this ill-fated treaty of more than 
fifty years ago will shortly cease to be 
an obstruction to a great enterprise. 


The Old and the New. 

Charles F. Grainger yesterday took 
the oath of office as Mayor of Louisville 
and entered upon the duties of that 
high function, succeeding Charles P. 
Weaver, w«ho steps down from a poet 
which has not been a bed of roses, glad 
we doubt not to be discharged for a time 
at least from public obligations, long 
and arduous, and vexed by many and 
peculiar cares. 

In spite of these Mr. Weaver leaves 
the city In better shape than he found 
it. He has reduced the rate of taxation 
without impairing the efficiency of any 
branch of the municipal service, or the 
neglect of any department of the local 
administration. He carries with him 
into what will be we feel assured but 
a temperoray retirement, the hearty 
good will and good wishes of all good 
citizens. Both as Postmaster and as 
Mayor he has shown himself a faithful 
public servant and a hardworking, hon¬ 
est man. and his friends have no reason 
to regret the confidence which—spite 
of the incessant and often vituperative 
detraction of a blundering and inconse¬ 
quential prea*— they have unremittingly 
reposed In him. 

In his final message to the General 
Council, Mr. Weaver says: 

‘•Returning the com mission Intrusted to 
me back to the people w hence It came, I 
am conscious of no stain, by act of mine, 
placed upon It The four years have been 
entirely free from scandal of any descrip¬ 
tion. By authority of law vested In me as 
Mayor. I have periodically caused exam¬ 
ination# of the most exhaustive character 
to be made Into all the departments by 
export accountants, and, without excep¬ 
tion, to the honor and credit of the execu¬ 
tive and ministerial corps. At present, 
experts are tn the midst of final investi¬ 
gations. concerning the conclusions of 
which I entertain no misgiving whatever. 
And here I embrace the opportunity to 
bear tesitlmony to the agreeable relation¬ 
ships that have existed, and been strength¬ 
ened during tny term. The city Is cer¬ 
tainly to be felicitated upon the high char¬ 
acter and capacity of its servants. 

“In conclusion, I repeat that my greatest 
ambition has been to serve at the head of 
an administration, preeminent for Its bus¬ 
iness reputation and achievements. To 
the best of my ability 1 have endeavored 
to redeem the pledges contained In the 
platform upon which I stood as a candi¬ 
date, and the promises given at the open 
meeting of the Commercial Club, Novem¬ 
ber 0. 1897, upon which occasion was pre¬ 
sented an engrossed testimonial I shall 
ever preserve with sentiments of profound- 
est appreciation. Recently numerous mer¬ 
chants and manufacturers, and others 
prominent In the community, have been 
ktnd enough to offer their congratulations 
upon the business prosperity of my four 
years* chief magistracy. Their good opin¬ 
ions I prize beyond price. 

“Under the circumstances. I feel Justified 
In regarding the election of Hon. Charles 
F. Grainger to be the next Mayor of Lou¬ 
isville In the nature of an Indorsement. 
He wns my appointee. Ah Chairman of 
the Board of Public Works, he was at ajl 
times a conspicuous figure of my admin¬ 
istration. and a leading contributor to Its 
successes*. Quite naturally, therefore, I 
experience both a personal and oflic at 
gratification in his victory. To be suc¬ 
ceeded by one so splendidly endowed, *.0 
overwhelmingly the choice of his fellow

Thus, Louisville *ays “how'd'ye" to 
Kentucky, and thus, turning down the 
old page, we open the new. on which 
lhos*e words are written: “Applaud us 
If we run. console us If we fall, but 
let us pass on. for God's sake, let ue 
pass on!** 



A Simple Question. 

The question that confronts the au¬ 
thorities of this State with regard to 
the troubles in the mining regions of 
Hopkins and Webster counties is a 
simple one. 

It Is not a question of union labor or 
nonunion labor. 

It is not a question of th'' origin of 
the conditions prevailing there. 

It is not a question wdiether there is 
a conspiracy between other coal operat¬ 
ors And Invading miners against the 
Kentucky operators. 

It la not a question even whether men 
have a right to work at? they please 
and other men have a right to prevent 
them from working. 

It Is merely n queatlon whether the 
law shall be enforced ami the peace be 
maintained, regardless of who are the 
violators of the law and of what may be 
their object. 

A b to the actual conditions which 
have so long existed in this region 
there Is no doubt. Armed bodies ot 
men leave assembled and gone into 
camp In the vicinity of the mines. Re¬ 
peated attacks have been made upon 
the miners. Bushwhacking has become 
common, human beings have been as¬ 
sassinated. others have been wounded, 
and others still have been terrified and 
driven both frern their work and their 
homes. 

The responsibility that confronts the 
State i« to atop this, no matter who 
the offenders may be. The law, which 
has been mocked and defied, must be 
made supreme. Intimidation, violence 
and murder must cease. Every man 
must be protected In his every rtght. 
and Kentucky must be relieved of the 
atlgma wdiich this remarkable state of 
Affairs has placed upon her. 

The Adjutant General, in his recent 
deliverances on this subject, shows that 
he understands the situation and the 
duty of the authorities in dealing with 
It. His declared purpose to do that 
duty In full will be heartily commend¬ 
ed throughout Kentucky. 


Good Roads In the South. 

The task of arousing Interest in good 
roads work is going on apace in the 
South. The Illinois Central made an 
effective campaign some months ago. 
and now the Southern railway Is push¬ 
ing on the work. It Is costing the rail¬ 
roads a great deal of money, but the 
expense Is enlightened selfishness, for 
It will Increase their business many 
fold to secure good roads for the bring¬ 
ing of freight to their stations. John 
Stuart Mill, over half a century ago, 
observed In his “Political Economy** 
that good roads had the same effect 
upon agricultural communities as an 
addition to the fertility of the lands 
they cultivated since the reduced cost 
of transportation might be of equal 
value to the larger production. 

The lesson of good roads Is a much- 
needed one in the South. Southern 
people with their open, generous na¬ 
tures are prone to waste and extrava¬ 
gance and no form of waste has coat 
tl era more than the bad roads. A sys¬ 
tem of good turnpikes or even of the 
modern well-drained and well-kept dirt 
read, constructed according to scien¬ 
tific engineering principles, would be 
worth more than an extra barrel of 
com or a fraction of a bale of cotton 
to the acre. With easy and cheap 
transportation, every pound of market¬ 
able value would be gathered and sold 
and not left to rot in the fields, as Is 
too often the case now. Besides this 
ccuntry life would be made more at¬ 
tractive and the value of real estate 
would advance. 

The railroads are doing a great work 
both for themselves and the country 
through which they send these good 
road trains. If they got no other re¬ 
turn than the advertising it gives them 
they would be well paid, but w'hen in 
addition they take steps that will In¬ 
sure the building up of their traffic 
year by year, their rewards become 
large enough to Justify heavy outlays. 


The McKiuley Monument. 

Senator Hanna «eeins to be quite 
right In saying that thero are too many 
schemes for building monuments to the 
late President McKinley. 

Any city that desires to build a 
monument for its own adornment and 
at Us own expense. In honor of the late 
President, or of anybody else, has, of 
course, a right to go ahead and com¬ 
plete it whenever It pleases. But when 
the people of the country generally are 
appealed to for money to build a monu¬ 
ment there ought to be some unity of 
purpose. A multiplicity of plans Is 
an obstruction to the complete success 
of any 

It seems that there are only two 
places that ought to be considered for 
the erection of a McKinley monument 
by general subscription. One Is the 
plnce where the remains are deposited, 
the other the national capital, which 
was the principal scene of his activity 
as a public man and his official resi¬ 
dence at the time of his death. Cer¬ 
tainly there must be a monument at the 
place of his interment, but how the 
money for it shall be obtained Is an 
open question. 

As to a monument at the national 
capital it seems very probable that 
Congress will take steps to provide 
that. It has been suggested that this 
memorial shall be built In connection 
with a bridge across the Potomac, and 
It Is not improbable that this project 
will take definite f.*rm during the com¬ 
ing winter. Should this expectation be 
realized It will dlrqios? of the question 


of n Washington monument and !*ave 
Canton as the most suitable place for 
the monument to be erected by contri¬ 
butions from all ports of the country* 
Whatever monuments may be desired 
elsewhere may well be regarded as local 
memorials, and should be erected by 
those specially Interested In ^the places 
where they will bo raised. A monu¬ 
ment by the people of the whole coun¬ 
try. contributing as individuals, ought 
to be worthy of the late President and 
the donors, and to that end there should 
be but one 


The Day of the Automobile. 

In an automobile tace over the Coney 
Island boulevard last Saturday three of 
the chauffeurs made a mile In less than 
a minute. Henri Fournier, the French 
professional, rode the mile In 51 *4-5 sec¬ 
onds; and tw'o amateurs made the same 
distance In 54 2-5 and 56 2-5 seconds, re¬ 
spectively. These feats were performed 
In racing, of course, but their demon¬ 
stration of what can be done with these 
machines Is so complete that their fu¬ 
ture seems assured. The use of auto¬ 
mobiles would work a revolution in city 
street:uby banishing the horses, which 
not orn.v take up a great deal of much- 
needed space, but keep the streets un¬ 
clean In spite of regiments of sweep¬ 
ers. The day of the horseless vehicle 
Is evidently coming, and with It there 
w ill be all sorts of economies and con¬ 
veniences aside from saving the feed¬ 
ing and the care of the horses that 
now furnish ho much of every-day mo¬ 
tor power. When the automobile is pro¬ 
duced at the same reduction of cost 
the sewing machine and the bicycle 
have shown, they will come into gener¬ 
al use. even if they should cease to be 
playthings for the rich, though that Is 
scarcely likely. It will be another step 
in the progress of the world that puts 
the luxuries of one age among the ne¬ 
cessaries ar.d every-day conveniences 
of the next. May It come sj>eedlly. 


TREASURE FOUND BURIED 

IN MYSTERIOUS GRAVES. 

Massive Silver Service of Antique Pattern, China 
Service ami Cold Coin Discovered Instead 
of Bones. 


“A law." says the Governor of New 
Jersey, “Is being prepared and will be 
enacted by the Legislature that will al¬ 
low us to prosecute participants In any 
conspiracy In New Jersey that results 
directly or Indirectly in the assassina¬ 
tion of any ruler the world over, the 
murder of any person in or out of New 
Jersey. The conspirators will be treated 
as accessories before the fact and the 
charge will be murder. If convicted, 
they will suffer Just the same punish¬ 
ment as if they were convicted of aiding 
and abetting in an ordinary case of 
murder." New’ Jersey certainly needs 
more stringent laws against anarchy. 
But no legislation Intended to eradicate 
this evil should be confined merely to 
the punishment of assassination after 
actually committed. It should reach ths 
crime of advocating and teaching as¬ 
sassination. whether or not the act shall 
follow. The anarchist who commits 
murder expects to forfeit his own life. 
Punish the Inculcation of anarchy as 
W’ell as Its practice. 


In these days of com crop scarcity it 
is fortunate there is so much wheat. 
Bradstreefs yesterday reported an in¬ 
crease of 10.000,000 bushels In the 
world’s visible supply, and yet the mar¬ 
ket w as so broad prices underw ent only 
a fractional decline. Corn Is now sell¬ 
ing so near the market value of wheat 
that it is a question if consumption 
will not be diverted to the superior 
grain to such an extent as to affect 
the market quotations very materially. 
Certainly the old ratio of comparative 
values has been disregarded. The 
world wants wheat, and in the four 
months since June 30 we have shipped 
abroad more than we sold in six 
months last year. The demand con¬ 
tinues enormous, and Is especially 
heavy on the Pacific, where, fortunate¬ 
ly. an immense crop grown In the 
Northwest is within easy reach. The 
United States are still the granary and 
larder of the world in spite of the 
drouth that played havoc w ith our corn 
fields. 


According to the Chicago papers, an 
epidemic of grip is threatening that 
city. One physician says: “There is 
only one thing for the people to do, and 
that is to take good care of themselves 
and not let themaelvea run dow*n. If 
they do this, the grip microbe can’t hurt 
them.” It is all well enough for people 
to take good care of themselves and 
not let themselves run dowrn. That will 
aid in resisting to some extent any dis¬ 
ease; but It Is reckleas to promise that 
anything will provide Immunity from 
the grip microbe. What physicians don’t 
know about the grip microbe has filled 
graveyards.

Wholesale Destruction of Human Life 
Denounced By Gen. Chaffee 
In Strong Terms. 


Washington. Nov. 19—The records of 
a score or more of court-martial trials 
of FUiplnoe charged w»!*h murder and 
other crimes have been received at the 
War Deportment from the Philippines. 

Probably the most interesting ease Is 
that of Francisco Brogunza. Major In 
the Insurgent army, who ordered the 
massacre of 103 (Spanish prisoners In 
February. 1900. and who now has been 
sentenced to death for his crime. Gen. 
Chaffee made an unusually long review 
of this case, ehanaoterlxlng the Whole- 
Bale destruction of life as “the most 
barbarous and revolting massacre of 
helpless prisoners known to the mod¬ 
ern history of war.” He calls atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the chiefs of the 
insurrection did their utmost to pre¬ 
vent the United State* from fulfilling 
its obligation to employ lu» best efforts 
to return the Spanish prisoners In the 
hands of the PUipiv** to Spain.

First Death Sentence Ever Imposed 
For a Crime of That Character 
Passed In Birmingham. 


Birmingham. Ala.. Nov. J9.—Will Dor¬ 
sey, a negro, has been sentenced to 
hang for highway robbery. This la, bo 
far aa reliable records go, the first case 
involving the death sentence for this 
offense. Dorsey was convicted of de¬ 
faulting and robbing the fondly of Da¬ 
vid McNamara, a white man. living 
near here. The consensus of legal opin¬ 
ion here is that the sentence will estab¬ 
lish a precedent which will be the 
means of bringing order Into many set¬ 
tlement* In this State hitherto given 
over to lawlessness.

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NEW LAWS 


Favored By the Bonrd of 
Trade 


AGAINST DOUBLE LIABILITY. 


SAYS CAPITAL IS DRIVEN AWAY 
FROM STATE. 


OPPOSES THE TAX PENALTY. 


Believes Premium Should Be Offered 
For Prompt Payment of 
State Taxes. 


ASKS FOR ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 


A representative body of business men 
attended the open meeting of the Board 
of Trade at noon yesterday, when ques¬ 
tions of Importance to the business in¬ 
terests of Louisville were discussed. No 
final action was taken on any of them, 
but the spirit manifested at the meeting 
indicate* that concerted action will be 
taken to secure legislation that will 
prove beneficial to the city. 

The meeting was called to order 
shortly after 12 o’clock by Mr. M. E. 
Taylor, with about one hundred mem¬ 
bers present. The crowd was not as 
large as was expected, bat this is ac¬ 
counted for by the t/ct that Mr. 
Grainger was inducted Into the Mayor’s 
office at the same hour. However, those 
present took a deep Interest In the ques¬ 
tions discussed, and there Is hardly any 
doubt that the new Legislature will be 
asked to inaugurate several reforms In 
some of the existing laws. 

• • • 

Against the Double Liability. 


The first subject discussed yesterday 
was ’’The Double Liability Provision In 
Kentucky Corporation Law.** Mr. Thos. 
G. Watkins was the first speaker. Mr. 
Watkins strongly argued against the 
double liability clause In the corporation 
law, and pointed out where thousands 
of dollars had been lost to the State by 
capitalists Incorporating their companies 
In States where the laws were more 
lenient with them. He said that Ken¬ 
tucky capitalists went to other States 
to Incorporate companies. 

"The double liability clause.” said Mr. 
Watkins. "intimidates the Investor and 
keeps him out of corporations that do 
business in the State. Even now one 
of the largest mining concerns In the 
State la going to give up Us Kentucky 
charter and go to Delaware and Incor¬ 
porate because the laws are more favor¬ 
able to it. Kentucky has not enough 
surplus capital, and It should encourage 
new capital to come. Manufacturing 
should be encouraged. No State In the 
United States offer* more to manufac¬ 
turers than does Kentucky, with Its 
cheap fuel and good labor. But in order 
to bring the manufacturer here, we 
must reduce tho risk as much a* pos¬ 
sible and ask the Legislature to do 
away with the double liability clause/* 

Mr. Watkins waa strongly in favor of 
repealing the law. 

Mr. Fred Gcrnert was the next 
speaker. He took the position that when 
the Legislature passed the law In ques¬ 
tion It meant w-ell, as there were cor¬ 
porations doing business In the State 
then that needed strict laws. However, 
at this time he thought the law worked 
an Injury to capital seeking Investment, 
and he heartily favored Its repeal cr 
modification to such an extent that It 
would give capital a fair chance and at. 
tract more of it to the State. He thought 
Umt the law should be earefuUy con¬ 
sidered before anything was done. 

Mr. E. J. McDermott favored repeal¬ 
ing the law, saying that he had had 
considerable experience with Insolvent 
bond Investment arid building and loan 
companies, and did not think that the 
double liability clause had been of any 
benefit In any of ti em. 

• • * 

Wants the Law Repealed. 

Mr. Frank N. Hartwell made a strong 
argument in favor of repealing the law. 
He said that Kentucky had been In the 
background long enough, and he thought 
the time was at hand when she should 
come forward and make a bid for seme 
of the new capital being Invested 
throughout the country. 

"If you expect to enlarge the com¬ 
mercial welfare of any community you 
are going about it the wrong way by 
handicapping corporations with obnox¬ 
ious laws. Any law on the statute 
books that works a hardship on cor¬ 
porations should be wiped out. We must 
not sit here and pat ourselves on the 
back and say this Is God’s country 
while the fellows In the other States 
get all the business. All business Is con¬ 
ducted on a risky basis, and men can¬ 
not b<* expected to combln*- their Inter¬ 
ests with such a law In existence.” 

Judge S. C. Grubbs said that Ken¬ 
tucky did not wand a corporation law 
similar to that of New Jersey. He want¬ 
ed every restriction on the present law 
removed or a new law enacted. 

Col. M. B. Belknap also spoke against 
the present law. 

After the shaking concluded a mo¬ 
tion prevailed to refer the whole matter 
to the. Executive CbmmktM of the brard 
for further consideration and with in¬ 
structions to act as It thought best 
• • • 

Favor Premium For Prompt Tax Pay¬ 
ments. 


The next topic discussed was ”Exces- 
stve penalty for failure to pay State 
taxes In the time required by law.” Mr. 
Embry Swearingen started the discus¬ 
sion of this subject with a speech favor¬ 
ing the repeal of the law which made 
It possible for excessive penalties to be 
collected on taxes that w*re not prompt¬ 
ly paid. He sold that State taxes were 
due on September 15. and were collected 
eight or nine months later and In an in¬ 
correct manner, and that no discounts 
were allowed Co those who paid early, 
but when a man became delinquent his 
property was advertised and wild, and 
h- was compelled to j»ay a penalty of 15 
P«*r cunt., and aft<v February 1 an ad¬ 
ditional penalty of 2V4 per cent, a month 
was added, or 30 per cent, a year. Ho 
hud some figures showing what some 
of the penalties In past years amounted 
to. Last year they ran to 42Vi per cent., 
and In provtoua years they were much 
larger. He said the law' was an Im¬ 
position on everybody In the State, and 
he thought everybody favored Its re¬ 
peal. He said that If a aet of aggressive 
men would take the matter In hand the 
law could be repealed. 

Mr. Charles T Ballard wild that the 
State was entitled to have Its taxes 
collected promptly, and he thought lhe 
law' should be amended so as to offer a 
premium to those who paid when their 
taxes became due. After It became 
accessary to place a penalty It should 
be a figure c)ual to the legal tate of 
interest in the Slate fur the first six 


months, and after that time the Stile 
should be compelled to go Into a court 
of law. secure a Judgment against the | 
delinquent, sell the property, collect its 
Judgment, and turn the remainder over 
to the former owner. 

There were some other short discus¬ 
sions on this subject, but before any ac¬ 
tion Tvas taken it was decided to have 
another meeting, at which time a new 
bill will be drawn and presented, and if 
It meets with all requirements it will 
be sent to the L* glrlature. 

The removal of the United States En¬

Action Taken Against Kansas City 

Live Stock Commission Merchants. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 19.—Involun¬ 
tary bankruptcy proceedings were In¬ 
stituted In the Federal Court late this 
afternoon against Tnmblyn & Tatnblyn, 
live stock commission merchants trad¬ 
ing at the Kansas City Stock Exchange.

They asked 
him to tell how his tools came to be 
tying in the brokerage office. Thomas 
could not account for It, but he protest¬ 
ed his Innocence and convinced the offi¬ 
cers that he was guiltless. George 
Thomas, his nephew, was next question¬ 
ed. At first he also denied that he 
knew anything of the tools, but later he 
broke down and said that he stole the 
tools from his uncle’s shop and sold 
them to Sklppy H -haa and Rad 
Downey.

HAS BEEN COMPLETED. 


A Trained Nurse 


It Will Be Placed On Exhibit In the 
Smithsonian Institution. 




Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 19.— After two 
motlis* work a cost from the death 
mask of Prtsdent MfcKinley, taken on 
the morning of his death, has been 
finished. The mask has been carefully 
guarded, being kept In a safety deposit 
vault when not In the hands of Ed¬ 
ward LaPauch. an expert maskmaker 
from Hartford. Conn The mask Is the 
property of the Ke^r.tl Government. 
Next week it will be taken to Washing¬ 
ton. where for a time it will be shown 
to the public at Lhe Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution. 

It was the express order of the 
Government that n*» photograph of the 
mask should be taken. It is said to be 
one of the most perfect ever taken of 
n notable person. The mask differ* 
from those of Napoleon and others In 
that instead of merely Including the 
face, it portrays practically the entire 
head. The plaster lt*«‘lf weighs twen¬ 
ty-five pounds.

Th* retiring Mayor, Charles P. 
Weaver, sent to the General Council 
a farewell address, reviewing his ad¬ 
ministration and mailing several rec¬ 
ommendations. 

He thinks the city charter in some 
reopects deficient and embarrassing. 

He believes a Mayor, held accounta¬ 
ble tor all the defds of bis administra¬ 
tion. should be Invested with all au- 
tbortty. 

He le of the opinion that with the 
power of appointment should go the 
power of removal. 

He Is convinced that the Mayor 
Should hAve the power to appoint and 
remove the City Attorney. 

Tn his Judgment a complete reorgani¬ 
sation of the legal department 1 * nec¬ 
essary. 

He favors abolishing the Boards of 
Public Works and Safety and the sub- 
; etltuftlon of one Commissioner of Pub¬ 
lic Works and one Com ml feigner of Pub- 

• Jle Safety. 

He believes $10,000 could thus be saved 

annually. 

He Insist* that the wild commissioner* 
ithoukl give all thair time to the city’s 

ka (fairs . 

He maintains that the city was rob¬ 
bed In the sate of the franchises to the 
Home Telephone Company and the Ken¬ 
tucky Heating Company. 

He wants the dote of the fiscal year 
changed so that it will be from January 
1 to eDcemiber SL 

The addraa* show* that a debt of 
over a haJf million dollars at the begin¬ 
ning of the administration has been 
■wiped out, and money left In the treas¬ 
ury. 

He believe* there should be engrafted 
In the city's htw* the specific require¬ 
ment that wrhenever new streets are 


(being constructed, pipes, mains and 
sewer* shall be placed at the same time 
and service connection* furnished. 

He favors the legislative amendment 
which seeks to substitute a license sys- 
rtam for the ad valorem law In the tax¬ 


ation of business personalty in the 
cities of the State. 

He thinks an armory, to be used for 
large gatherings, could soon draw to 
Louisville more conventions. 

He appeals earnestly to the Jncomlng 
General Council and Administration for 
construction, at tho earliest date prac¬ 
ticable, of w’hat would be properly 
termed the southwestern outfall sewer, 
furnishing drainage absolutely necee- 
aary for that portion of the city west 
of Floyd and south of Brandels. 

He Insists that the northwest outfall 
sewer be finished. 

He believes the vexing Beargras* 
problem should be solved at once, by 
•trslghtenlng the creek at what is 
called the cut-off by a dam. together 
with the plrarlan work at this point, 
confining the creek to its pn»pcr bed. 

The message is as follows. 

Office of the Mayor, Ixmlsvllie, K>.. 
Nov. 7. 1001,—To the General Council of 
theCity of Louisville.—Gentlemen; In thi*. 
my farewell message to the General 
Council, transmuted In accordance with 
law. It is my purpose to render to the 
people of JiOiilsvfMe somewhat on account 
of my stewardship ns Mayor. 

As a distinguished New Yorker once 
remarked, "I am a Democrat.'* but In the 
discharge of my official obligations I 
have endeavored faithfully to be Mayor 
of all our people, to rise above party feel¬ 
ing in consideration* of mutual interest, 
and to devote my best energies to th- 
public service. 

Following this line of policy. It has been 
my duty, ss well ns privilege and pleas¬ 
ure, during the four years of my Incum¬ 
bency. to co-operate with the Board <»fl 
Trade and Commercial Club, and other 
representative* of the business interests. 
In all material matters pertaining to the 
city's upbuilding and expansion, with rt - 
•Milts. I am (ratified to add. that bene 
testimony of their own success, notably 
In perfecting the taxing laws under our 
new Constitution and charter, and equit¬ 
ably adjusting contested tax claim*, 
through which, asatsted by an economical 
regulation of expenditures, a reduction 
of the tax rate to $1.50 was enabled. 

Still, with whatever bos been accom¬ 
plished. It must be confess^! that my 
ambition* have been realized only In u 
comparative degree. For reason* diverse 
and obvious, much that should have been 
done has been left undone Public cn* 
lerprls^s. such as a Free Library upon 
nn extended scale, and comprehending 
Mr. Carnegie’s munificent proposal, and 
an Armory fulfilling nil public require¬ 
ments. both of which l cherished the hope 
to me erected a* monume-nts to the pres¬ 
ent administration, have been opposed 
and defeated; and the mugnirWnt work 
of providing a aeries ,»f garbage crema¬ 
tories. undertaken after tip ntM'eaalty und 
efficiency of the system had be. n demon- 
atrnted beyond all question, nullified by 
adverse legislation on the part of the 
General Council.

Thus, with her boundless natural ad¬ 
vantage* and opportunities, with closer 
communion established la-tweeii our city 
and the surrounding trade territory, with 
a homogeneous people agreed upon a 
widereaenlng plan of public construction 
and development, and. finally, with tho 
fact fully recognized that the taxpayer, 
who. under such auspicious conditions, in -4 
vests a dollar, thereby enhances th* value 
of his own property, nn reason would re¬ 
main why Louisville, within a brief period 
of years, should not take rank in the 
forefront of American municipalities. 

MORE POWERS FOR THE MAYOR. 

An experience of four years as Chief 
Executive naimot lie without its valuable 
lrsiwms. and In connection then with cer¬ 
tain siugge^tions will prove ivertimnt. an l. 

I trust, of ultfnuue advantage, in some 
respects I have found the charter by which 
we are governed admirable: In otlht-r re- 
I apects deficient and em>)«amt«slng. H is 
I a document requiring comnderable legis¬ 
lative surgery before all of its deform - 
. tie* are cured. For Instance, a Mayor. 
hHd seeourrrable for the d»«ds of hi* 
Administration t'hixmgh tho various ram 1 - 
1 float ion* of hi* executive departments, 
should. In common falrnes*. be inverted 
with all proper and necessary authority 
to enforce compk'te control; he should 
h* constituted, in law ami In fact, that 
which, under present charter restriction* 
and Appellate Court decisions, he I* only 
by supposition. With the power of ap¬ 
pointment sbouKI go hand In hand the 
power of removal. There would then be 
no Tack of harmony, and harmony l* a 
oominkm precedent t» city government 
rucceea. And when differences srus** and 
self-respect was wanting to the extent 
that a resignation wn* not forthcoming, 
the Mayor could act promptly and for 
the public good. 

CITY ATTORNEY AND 

EXECUTIVE BOARDS 

Furthermore. 1 believe it ehould be ex¬ 
clusively wlitbln tihe province of the Mayor 
to appoint and remove the City Attor¬ 
ney. For the tiiom cogent of r*-a*ons, a 
unity of purpose should at all times pre¬ 
vail between the legal ami executive de¬ 
partment*. without which affiliation the 
city’s interests are compelled to suffer to 
a greater or W* extent. In my judgm- nt. 
nothing short of a complete reorgan gallon 
of the legal department in the manner I 
have Indicated will prove adequate to the 
situation, and assure succeeding Mayors 
tlrat hearty a-e-ristnnee undeniably livdls- 
pen«ftfble to their succejisful conduct of 
affaJ rs 

It to a radical departure from the pres¬ 
ent arrangement, but I atn thoroughly 
convinced, a* * result of my experience, 
that the public lnter?*ts and Institution* 
now under Gv> supervision of the Bout^ 
of Public Work* and Board of Public 
Safety could be managed with e QUal sat¬ 
isfaction and with an economy of 110,001 
annually If the board* as ut present con¬ 
stituted were abolished, and. supplying 
their plaoe*. one ('unjinlswloner of Publ.c 
Work* and one Commissioner of Pub.i. 
Safety, advising and acting wlih the 
Mayor, were provided. Moreover, such 
officials should be compelled to surrender 
ihelr entire time to the city, and not per¬ 
mitted to follow' other business or pro¬ 
fessional oootzpatlon*.

CHAIRMAN SOUNDS KEYNOTE 


OF NATIONAL RECIPROCITY CON¬ 
VENTION'S WORK. 


TWO HUNDRED DELEGATES 


Gather In Washington To Discuss the 
Question of Increasing United 
States* Export Trade. 


LUSTY “INFANT INDUSTRIES.’ 


Waahingtun, Nov. 19.—A large number 
of the greatest manufacturing interests 
In the United States were represented 
at the national reciprocity convention, 
w'hech began Its sessions In this city 
to-day. nnd 200 delegates from all sec¬ 
tions of the country were present when 
the meeting, which was called by the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
last June, came to order. 

The convention was organized with 
Mr. D A. Tompkins, of Charlotte. N. C.. 
as temporary chairman, and Theodore 
C. Search, of Philadelphia, was chosen 
permanent chairman. In accepting the 
honor of presiding over the esessJons, Mr. 
Search outlined the work before the con¬ 
vention, as follows: 

• • • 

Purposes of the Convention. 

Our aim ha* been to forestall tariff 
agitation, not to encourage it This 1 * no 
time nor place for sentiment, for theories, 
nor for statements that cannot be fully 
aubatantiated by fact. I take It we are 
al! agreed a* to certain general proposi¬ 
tions such a* these: That some of the du¬ 
ties embraced In our present tariff are no 
longer needful for the existence of the In¬ 
dustries fpr who*© protection they a»e Im¬ 
posed. 

That mujiy of our Industries have 
reached a srago In their development 
whei© the home market atone cannot ab¬ 
sorb their entire product, and conse¬ 
quently new outlets are necessary for 
their continuous operation and the steady 
employment of their operatives. 

Coffee und tea are about the only great 
Maple article* of commerce which we do 
not produce, and if reciprocity l«- limited 
to the use of the«e two commodities a* a 
baste for negotiations we cannot expect 
to make much progress. To Insist upon 
strict adherent** to sudh & principle In 
making application of reciprocity 1 * vir¬ 
tually to oppose Its use In any practical 
form.

Plea For Protection. 

Charles Heber Clark, of Philadelphia, 
made a strong plea to the convention 
for protection. He took a position 
against tariff concessions such a* he be¬ 
lieved to be In contemplation. He con¬ 
tended that past experience showed that 
a reciprocity treaty waa not beneficial 
to the country; that under the DJngley 
Bill the balance of trade had swung 
around In favor of this country, while 
the balance was against us under the 
Wilson BUI. 

• • • 

Special Bureau Favored. 

Frank Leake, representing the Manu¬ 
facturers’ Club, of Philadelphia, favored 
the creation of a Department of Com¬ 
merce and Manufactures to avoid exten¬ 
sive fluctuations in business conditions 
brought about by Ill-advised agitation. 

George J. Seaoury. of New York, ad¬ 
vocated the upbuilding of a strong mer¬ 
chant marine and construction of an 
isthmian canal as paramount In Im¬ 
portance to reciprocity treaties. He ad¬ 
vocates reduction In the war revenue 
tariff, but not In the Dlngley tariff. His 
?jr?ech, which, he <*atd. was New York’s 
contribution to the meeting, urged a 
“procrastination In general commercial 
reciprocity.” He «id “a disturbance in 
the pr« sent tariff 1 * ubuolutelv unneces¬ 
sary. and can be enacted only by those 
o|*ratlng in the interests of forHgn 
manufacturers.” ^ # 

Steel Trust Arraigned. 

George A. Loughlln. of Wheeliug. \V 
Va.. interested In the manufacture of 
et^cl billets, arraigned the United States 
Steel Company. He said that before its 
organization Ills company had be<»n able 
to buy it* material? at a figure that en¬ 
abled them to sell to all the markets of 
the world, but since the organization of 
the United SttRes Steel Company this 
trade had been seriously Interfered with 
and the present outlook^ was that hia 
oompany’s trade with South America 

would soon be lost. 

• • • 

Only High Tariff Speeches. 

The night session, devoted to the sub¬ 
ject cf Reciprocity with the SpunUh- 
Amerlcan countries, developed the fact 
that the delegates were having a difll- 
cult time In avoiding making straight- 
out high tariff speeches, while striving 
to confine themselves to the discussion 
of reciprocal relation*. One speaker 
an Id that he had heard nothing but h*gh 


tariff •’peeches all day. and that were 
the lelegates not so earnestly trying to 
attain the ends mapped out. one might 
believe himself attending it pollth al 
meeting at the height of an Important 
campaign. 

The discussion to-night centered 
mainly around the matter of importa¬ 
tion of hides from Argentine. Misers. 13. 
F. Thurber. of New York: Secretary 
Hoffman, of the Kansas City Millers’ 
Association; t’ol. J. F. Supplce. of Bal¬ 
timore; Charles A. Sohleren. of New 
York; W. B. Rice, of Boston; H. T. At¬ 
kina. of Cincinnati, and Charles Cm- 
lisle, of South Bend. Ind.. In turn had 
the floor. Mr. Rice spoke especially in 
th*' Interest* of the leather Industry, 
and In mentioning the tariff on hides 
fiom Argentine said that this tariff ben¬ 
efited nobody nnd that the hide ques¬ 
tion between Argentine and the United 
States offered a good chance to try the 
m**r!t* of reciprocity. 

President Search Interrupted Mr. Rice 
at one time, telling hltn to confine hlm- 
f self to reciprocity nnd not to ; drift upon 
the tariff question, to which the latter 
retorted that he did not think any one 
could talk reciprocity without talking 
tariff, a reply which brought out gen¬ 
eral laughter. 

AUSTRIANS ARE ALARMED. 

Encroachments of American Competi¬ 
tion Not Viewed With Compla¬ 
cency. 

Waslngton, Nov. 19.—The bright pros¬ 
pects of Increased Importa*km* from 
the United States Into Austria-Hun¬ 
gry are not viewed with complacency 
In the latter country, according to a re¬ 
port to the state Department from Con¬ 
sul General Hurst at Vienna, dated Oc¬ 
tober 28. Austrian manufacturers and 
agrlculturlsts. he says, are making an 
organized effort to stem the Inflow of 
American products, which last year 
amounted to about $30,500,000. Mr. 
Hurst speaks of an a.*sembly of leading 
business nun which convened at Vien¬ 
na to take measures against American 
competition, and says that It was ac¬ 
knowledged openly by them that the 
commercial policy of the present time Is 
dictated and controlled by the United 
State*. The Austrian agriculturist 
€*r*^I»lly, he continue*, cries out 
against the imports from the United 
Staton of flour, corn, lard and other 
articles Iron, steel and machinery, he 
says, already have fatabllshed them¬ 
selves in the empire on a commercially 
profitable basis, and It is feired that 
the United States soon will begin t‘> 
carry coal to Austrian ports. 

Am a means of warding off encroach¬ 
ing American competition In Austria- 
Hungary It was recommended at the 
assembly that In view of the commer¬ 
cial policy of the United States and the 
prtaent custom* movement of the Ger¬ 
man empire, there be an entire recon¬ 
struction of the Austro-Hungarian tar¬ 
iff system, so that sufficient and laming 
protection may be granted to manufac¬ 
tures and agriculture. Al the same 
time It was recommended that this new 
tariff should be specialized In the most 
far-reaching manner and that it should 
contain sufficient conce*.<lan* to facili¬ 
tate the* conclusion of favorable com¬ 
mercial treaties and to develop Auatro- 
Hungarlan exports. The assembly de¬ 
manded, in conclusion, that treaties pro¬ 
tecting domestic Industrie* in a satis¬ 
factory manner and stimulating ex¬ 
port* should be subject to termination 
at long notice, but that & commercial 
treaty with the United Stat-s should be 
subject to short notice.

Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Road Will Secure Direct Con¬ 
nection To Mound City. 


Nashville, Tenn.. Nov. 19.—[Special J 
— Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway ha* completed preliminary 
preparation* for a most Important 
change In traffic arrangements that 
hA* be»*n made since the lease of what 
Is now* the Paducah and Memphis di¬ 
vision of the system. The company 
will build an Incline and cradle on the 
banks of the Mississippi river at Hick¬ 
man. and will send all freight for St. 
Lculs across the river at that point in¬ 
stead of up the tracks of the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad from Union City to 
Columbus, Ky., and then across, as 
has been done for the past thirty years. 

The change will give a connection di¬ 
rect Into St. Louis Instead of an in¬ 
convenient and troubl**som** short haul 
over tlu* Mobile and Ohio before reach¬ 
ing the SL Louis connecting line. Thr 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St Loulu 
railway ha* been hauling freight over 
the Mobile and Ohio tracks for thirty

He predicted 
that the present century would see the 
United State* th* greatest and mo.st 
powerful commercial and Industrial na.

At to-day's session of the court Chief 
Justice Paynter handed down an opin¬ 
ion reversing the Judgment of the 
Franklin Circuit Court In the case of 
the Board of Councilman of the city of 
Frankfort ag.iina; the Deposit Bank of 
Frankfort. The opinion holds that the 
right to recover city taxes from a 
bank for the years 1S93 and 1894 Is not 
barred by the judgment of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, delivered in 
the back tax cases enjoining municipal- 
Ittes from the collection of taxes for th© 
years 1895. 1896. 1897 and IS93. The Fed¬ 
eral Court held that the appellee had no 
contract rights with the State which re¬ 
lieved K from the payment of taxes to 
the city of Frankfort for the years last 
mentioned, but that by reason of an un- 
reversed judgment of the Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Court in this case, rendered in 1896, 
•the appellant was barred from recover¬ 
ing. 

The opinion of the court heTe Is one of 
importance. In reveising the lower 
court's Judgment in favor of the bank. 
Justice Paynter says: “The most that 
can bo **iid nt to the Federal Court’s 
Judgment Is that it. though ba.«e<] upon 
an erroneous Judgment subsequently re¬ 
versed. Is a bar to the recovery of the 
taxea for the years then In question. 
Certainly the Judgment of th* Franklin 
Circuit Court could not be available as 
a l>ar to the city's rights only so long 
ns It remained in force. The Judgment 
of the Federal Court could not and did 
not prevent this court from reversing it. 
When reversed it l© not Available in this 
or the Federal Court as a bar to the 
right of a city to collect the taxes her© 
claimed by the city.* 

• • • 

Infirmary Not a Charity. 

Th* court. Judge Burnam writing the 
opinion, affirmed n Judgment of th© Jef- 
fer^on Chancery* Court In the core of the 
Gniy-street Infirmary against the city 
of Louisville. The question raised In 
the oae© was th© liability of th© infirm¬ 
ary for city taxes, it claiming to be an 
institution of purely public charity. In 
the court beimv proof was Introduced 
to show that the infirmary was an ad- 
Jtuto! of ‘ll- Hospital College of Mr’di- 
clne. and persons able to pay for treat¬ 
ment and services at the hospital were 
required to do eo. and it was held to l>e 
ihible for city taxes. This Judgment the 
court here upholds. 

• • • 

State Court Has Jurisdiction. 

The judgment of the McCracken Cir¬ 
cuit Court in th© case of Alex Win¬ 
ston’s administrator against the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company and others 
was reversed. Judge Paynter writing 
(he opinion. 

The question raised In the css© was 
whether It was removable to the Fed¬ 
eral Court, by reason of dlvetse citi¬ 
zenship. the apjrellee company being a 
nonresident corporation, and it© co-de¬ 
fendants. Sheppard and White, residents 
of McCracken county. Sheppard and 
W lilt© were in charge of a train which 
struck and kilted Winmton. Th© court 
below allowed the railroad company to 
remove the case from the Btate to the 
Federal Court, and the court h*Te held 
that this wns error. 

• • • 

Section of Statute Construed. 

In reversing a Judgment of th© Mc¬ 
Cracken Circuit Court In the case of G. 
B. Underwood against P. A. Under¬ 
wood'© adminlsti ator. the Appellate 
Court construe© Section 3.905 of th© 
statutes as prohibiting th© placing of 
an estate in the hands of th© public ad¬ 
ministrator until three months after the 
death*of the person. The whole court 
considered th«‘ question, and all but 
Judg«* Hobson concur In the opinion d?*- 
llvcved. 

Th*- intestate In th© case at bar died 
on February 8. 1901. and the next day 
th© court placed th© estate In the hands 
of the public administrator. Th© ap¬ 
pellant. a kinsman, though not a dis¬ 
tributee. moved to a«*t a©!<te the Judg¬ 
ment. The <rmrt below refused to do 
this. _ _

Meeting of Daughters of 
Confederacy. 


THE WILMINGTON SESSION 


ATTENDANCE WAS LARGE AND 
INTEREST WAS HARKED. 


A REVIEW OF THE WORK. 


The convention of the United Daugh¬ 
ter of the Confederacy, which has Just 
closed its eighth annual session In Wil¬ 
mington, N. C., was more generally at¬ 
tended than any of the previous ones, 
and the harmony which prevailed 
among the delegates proved hour deep¬ 
ly all were Interested In the work 
which they have undertaken. 

Mrs. Weed, of Florida, the retiring 
president, was an Ideal executive offi¬ 
cer. 

Possibly the reason that this meet¬ 
ing waa so well attended may be found 
In the fact that It was the occasion for 
the election of new officers, and as the 
opportunity to exercise the right of 
suffrage Is so seldom accorded them 
the women were anxious to enjoy that 
privilege. 

Mrs. Basil Duke, who has proved In 
her own home chapter, and aa president 
of her State division, how efficiently 
and acceptably she can handle the 
gavel, was by all odds the strongest 
candidate before the convention, but 
from the first she positively and per¬ 
sistently declined to accept the office.

Royally Welcomed. 


The Daughters of the Confederacy 
were royally welcomed by the good 
people of Wilmington, a number of re¬ 
ceptions, teas and concerts being given 
In their honor. The crowning enter¬ 
tainment. however, was the tide to 
Wrlghtsvllle Beach, eight miles from 
Wilmington. Seven coaches were 
packed with women, interspersed here 
and there with a Confederate veteran. 
The evening was ideal, and when the 
stretch of gleaming sand and foam- 
crested waves appeared In sight, there 
was a universal burst of admiration. 
The Cape Fear Chapter served de¬ 
licious refreshments In Its fine club¬ 
house at the beach. 

This is the land, too, of the famous

Carolinian prides himself as much as 
a Kentuckian does upon his "Old Bour¬ 
bon."

A peculiar feature of that unique as¬ 
semblage was. that all wer<* labeled, so 
to speak, with their badges, showing 
exactly to what chapter and State they 
belonged, thereby rendering a formal 
Introduction unnecessary, and the feel¬ 
ing of good-comradeshlp which pre¬ 
vailed brought all Into ready and pleas¬ 
ant relations at once. 

The New* York Chapters were charm¬ 
ingly anil ably represented by Mrs. 
Parker. Mrs. Retd and Mrs. Martin, all 
Southern women now' resident in New 
York. 

The Ohio Chapters were represented 
by Mrs. David Lindsay Worcester, a 
native of Kentucky, but now living In 
Cincinnati. Her enthusiasm In the 
work she Is doing there was wonderful 
and her accounts of the difficulties 
which have attended Col. Knauss' ef¬ 
forts to care for the Confederate cem¬ 
etery at Columbus exceedingly Inter¬ 
esting. She told the delegates to the 
convention that they need have no anx¬ 
iety about that cemetery, as they In¬ 
tended to make of It "one of the gaxd^n 
spots of the world." She gave liberally 
besides to the Jefferson Davis monu¬ 
ment fund and tu each object for which 
a contribution was asked.

EXCHANGE REFORM BILL 

Introduced By th© Austrian Govern¬ 
ment In the Reichstag. 

Vienna. Nov. 19.—The Government In¬ 
troduced the long-expected Exchange 
Reform Bill In the Reichsralh to-cLiy.
